Weyler's sconta informed him that 
Macoo mipht inaki' an attempt on Ha- 
vana and the Spanish (.h iicral retreated 
in hot haste to the safety of his palace. 

It is also stated in the cablegram that 
Weyler's recall i.<i assured now, as the 
Spanish gov(>rninent is incensed against 
him for his dilatory tactics. 

Onbans here are jubilant, for they 
think thi.s will have a fiivorable effect 
npon congress. 

THE NEWS CONFIRMED. 

■Vm G«nflorHlil|> l>lH|int< Ik s Tell Of OeB- 
cral Weyler's Keturn. 

Havana, Not. M.— At 7 o'clock yes 

. terday niorninf; Artemisa and its vicin- 
ity was iu a state of considerable excite- 
ment, for it became known that Cap- 
tain General Weyler was at Manpas, 
five miles distant. General Arol.as ac- 
companied by his staff and an i scort of 
cavalry started soon afterward for Man 
gas and at 8 :80 news was reoelred at 
Artemisa that the cruiser Le Gazpi had 
arrived at Mariel, the port at the north- 
em extremity of the miUtary lino across 
the province of Pinar del Bio, with iu- 
stractions to her commander to place 
his vessel at the disposal of the oaptaiu 
general. 

At 9 o'el(H'k Gener.al Weyler entered 
Artemisa with the columns commanded 
by Gtonerals Agnilar and Arolas. It 
was seen that the captain general was 
considerably Bonbomt. He wore a field 
uniform with a Panama hat and rode a 
lilack horse. He put up at tlie Imnse of 
a ijroniinent citizen, whose lar^" jr^i'ili n 
enabled the Spanisli command* r to re- 
ceive the staff ofllcers lihd others and 
transndt orders in TarioQS directions. 
There he also transacted considerable 

business with his chief of staff. 

After visiting the military hospitals 
and breakfasting, the captain K' neral 
started for Mariel, where he embark* d 
on the cruiser Lo Gazpi, and reac Ik d 
this city late yesterday evening. He 
went at once to the palaoe and denied 
himself to all visitors. 

SPANISH BUTCHERIES. 

Ari-oiiiit of llnppt'iiiiiHrs In Cob* Whiob 

C'oulil Not He Seiil by Teleijraph. 

. New York, Nov. ^4.— The World 
publishes the following correspondence 
from Santiago, Cuba, of Nov. 12: 
There is a reign of terror in Quanta* 

niuno. Evei->- iiiKht Pacificos are taken 

from tlieir lionies, conducted to the ont- 
skirts of the town and tliere bntchered. 
More than 60 inoffensive men have 
been murdered in that way sine* the 
middle of October. 

General Linares and Yarn del Bey, 
with 2,000 men, were defeated Nov. 10 
by Mendoza and FMre at Barrabaooa, 
near Doz Oaminos. The Spanish fled, 
leaving many killed and wounded, 
among the latter a oolonel. The woimd- 
sd. Including the oolonel, were oared 
for by some women living near. When 
the Spaniards afterward returned firom 
Doz Oaminos to get their wounded, 
th^y arrested and shamefully treated 
the women. cj^ta 

On the ^th, Spanish OotWWiaaer Ar- 
danaz, with :i large column, was de- 
feated l)y 1M)( 1 Leader Torres near 
the wharf of 15anes (Holgnin), where 
there is a fort. The rebels laid a wire 
cable ncrass the harbor cutniiice so 
when the gunboiit Vicente Tanez went 
to protect the Spanish column she (rould 
not get in. She retired in a shower of 
bullets after IonIii^' two nu n killed. The 
Spanish coluniii :it,'uin fou^lit tlui iusur- 
trents on its return in Loiua de los An- 
t;eles, and sull'ered considerable loss. 

C'onnnander (iarrido's Kuerrilhis and 
regulars were defeated on the lOfh by 
BriKadier Bonne. ( Jarrido woh severely 
wounded in his right h H- His horse 
was killed under him. .\lmosf the en- 
tire fon't^ of j,'uerrilla« joinotl the rel)els. 

(leneral Weyler's order to send tire- 
men to the field lias pnxluct'd a result 
just contrary to his expt^etation. Of the 
HOO colored iirenien who left Havana for 
Pinar del Kio Nov. 7, IK) have joined the 
rebelii at the first chajjpe.

COMPETITOR PRIS ONERS TRIED. 

la tpit* of Consnl I.ee't ProtMit It Took 
PUw* ta a FortreM. 

Nbw York, Nov. S4.-tA dispatch 
to The World from Havana, under date 

of Nov. 20, says ; 

The Competitor prisone rs have been 
tried by courtmartial in tlie Fortress La 
Cabana in spite of Consul General Lee s 
official protest, filed Just before be left 
Havana. The exceptions taken by the 
prisoners were overruled by the naval 
courts, (general Lee\ note was piKeon- 
holed, and in defiance of Secretary 
Olney's intimation of disapproval the 
Competitor's crew and Mr. >reltnM, the 
American tiewspaper ct iTesi)oiidr'at, 
have again been tried by a driiiiiliead 
court, sitting within tlie walls of a 
Spanisli f(»itri'ss. where. aecor<!inj< to 
Captain (General Weyler's orders, no 
representative of the United States eon* 
snlatc may enter. 

The prisoners were allowed neitlier 
inferpjf«ter nor counsel. Those partly 
acc|nainted with Spanish wereoompelled 
to mterpret for the others. 

So quietly was the affair conducted 
Acting Consul (Jeneral Springer does 
not yet know, it is said, that the case 
was \-irtually closed Nov. 1 J, on which 
day Melton, Mazu, Dr. Vedia and the 
witness, (ieorge Ferran. were forced by 
Naval Judge Fernandez to sign state- 
inimts atlinitting their cotnplicity in the 
filibustenng expedition which the Com- 
petitor is alleged to have brought uiuU-r 
Monzon and Laborde to the Pinar del 
Rio cojist. This written evidence is 
now under consideration by the court. 

Judge Saul said that a decision may 
be rendered at an moment. It is ex- 
pected that all members of the party 
whose American citizensliip lias not 
been clearly shown will be shot. The 
bona fide Americans probably will be 
sentenced to from throe to 10 years' im- 
prisonment in some Spanish penal sta- 
tion off thi- coast of Africa. 

SPAIN WILir ~FIGHT. 

Tha Spanisli CoMOt In Bmiton Talking 

Tliroiigh UiH Hat. 

Boston, Nov. 24.— "Spain would 
fight any nation that would interfere 
with her possessions in^J^the Philippine 
islands, or in Cuba. It makes no dllf er- 
encewhat nation it might be," said 
Senor Manuel Garcia Y Oruz, Spanish 
consul to Boston, in an interview yes- 
terday. 

Continuing, he said : "True, we have 
comparatively few sold i em ; only be- 
tween tl(i,(i(iu and 70,000 in Spain, be- 
cause thi' iiio.-t of our trooiis, to the 
nunibr'r of '200,000, are now engaged in 
subduing Cuba. lint it would !«• a naval 
war, and it would be fought u])on the 
hii.'h se;is. It must not be thought that 
b(i M;i -e our navy has not siiut the fili- 
busters oil from Cuba we have no naval 
power." 

I.ee MaAe Nu Utliehil Ilo|>ort. 

Washi.notox, Nov. 21. — State depart- 
ment officials will not discuss (he rep<>rt 
that Consul General Lee's report rec- 
ommends intervention by the United 
Stati>s, but the disposition is to treat the 
ri'iort as a revival of former guesses. 
It is said that General Lee has made no 
reports, as consul general, of an extra- 
ordinary character, so that any advice 
ho may have given as to intervention 
must bo in the nature of private com- 
munications to the president or secre- 
tary of staro.

Kersey, the mother of Matt Kersey of 
Alexandria, Va., who is supposed to be 
locked up in a Cuban prison, has re- 
ceived a letter from Secretary of State 
Olnt y in which he states that the de- 
j)artment has forwarded all the papers 
in tlKMiise tf) the consul at (o bana 
with instructions to iuvestigat the mut- 
ter thorcmghly^ 

PASSPO RT PROT ECTION. 

An Auerloaa CltlMn ImprMned Into tlio 
Italian Anny. 

Chicaoo, Nov. 24.— Street Foreman 
Antonio Constantino, a naturalized 
Ami rican, called on United States Com- 
missioner F(K)te to learu whether his 
passport protected his wife and chil- 
dren in Italy. About three months ago 
Oonstantiao visited Italy, his native 
land, taking with him his family. 
There he was impressed into the army, 
the authorities refusing to fsoognize his 
passport or naturahzation papers. He 
was granted a furlough ami immediate- 
ly returned to America, leaving his faui- 
ilj' behind. 

He wastold by the commissioner that 
his passport jiroteeted liiiii I'roiu im- 
pressment in the Italian arniyaud he 
will eudc-avor to have tlie tlepartmsut of 
state investigate the mutter.

Clkvf.t.and, Nov. 24. — A close friend 
of Chairman Hanna explained under 
what circumstances Mr. Hanna WOUld 
accept a place in the cabinet. 

"Mr. Hanna," he said, "will either 
go into the cabinet or he w^ill be the 
next Republican United States senator 
from Ohio. Mr. Hanna's course must 
be decided by Senator John Shprman. 
I5oth the chairman and Mr. McKinley 
understand that, and thej- are waiting 
to learn what position Mr. Sh( rman 
will take. Mr. McKinley wants Mr. 
Hanna to accept the treasury portfolio, 
but Mr. Hanna has other aspirations. 
Ho believes it would be a mater honor 
Ut be senator from Ohio. lBut Senator 
Sherman stands in the way of that. 

"Mr. McKinley will offer Senator 
Sherman the position of secretary of 
state and if he decUnes to go into the 
cabinet then Mr. Hanna will acce]>t tlie 
pf)sition of secretary of the treasury. 
Should Mr. Sherman decide, howevt-r, 
to beconu! one of President McKiiilev"s 
advisers, thus vacating his seat in the 
senate, Mr. IliinuaMnll be<'ome his suc- 
cessor. Mr. McKinley \vill not decide 
on his course until he learns exactly 
what position Senator Sherman wiil 
ta\-e."

GUARDS AND WARDEN ATTACKED.

COLUMKCs, O., Nov. 24. — The prison 
authorities yesterday had the most des- 
perate struggle with Ira Marlatt, the 
penitentiary demon. The warden or- 
dered il\failat^"s cell cleaned for the first 
time siiec the s])i cial cage was made 
in which he i,^ eontiiie l. Marl.it t J'e- 
fused to come outon the wardi n's order, 
and ho warned all the guar '.s to keep 
out of his cage, saying that he would 
kill them. In one hand held bock of 
him Marlutt had another of his peoaliar 
daggers. 

Five of the biggest guards in the 
prison were called. Guard O'Brien 
finally threw the crook of his cane 
about Morlatt's neck and jerked the 
demon out at his cell. Then the real 
combat began. Marlatt rushed upon 
the warden and the guards repeatedly, 
and each time ho was prevented from 
stabbing them by some member of the 
company striking him over the head 
with a cane. 

Guard King struck Marlatt a terrible 
blow with th(! crook of his cane, laying 
open tho Hesli, bat Marlatt did not 
stagger. Finally Madatt withdrew to 
a corner. Guard O'Brien, supported by 
the others, demanded the convict's 
knife. Marlatt faced an ugly revolver 
without flinching. Then he handed 
over the knife. 

Marhitt was seized and taki'U to the 
ducking tub. He soon begged for 
mercy. When the water was siiut olT 
he sairl : "Now go on; I won't tell 
where 1 got the knife." Thi- was re- 
peatt d Several times. I'inally Marhitt, 
gave in and .'-aiil ho got the knife from 
(iefirg(> McCoy, a colored jiri.soner from 
Cleveland, wlio was rele.-ised last week.

States Senatorial aapirationa. He is not 
at all loath to express hia opposition and 
to define the why and wherefore. 

General Dan Ii. Collier, who owes liia 
military title to Governor Bradley, who 
appointed him Adjutant>6eneral of Ken- 
tucky, is for liriiilley ior anything he 
nuiy want, llecently Mr. Lyons said 
that Governor Bradley was having a poll 
niaile of the (ieueial AsHeiiibly in bin 
own behalf by aCincinaati newspaper of 
Bepoblioan persuasion. General Collier 
brands this «t;iternent as maliciously 
false. General Collier makes other uii- 
oomplimentary references to Lyons, iti 
which iiisi;;niticant is freqnently and 
conspicuously u-^ud. "Odions" and "a 
desire to be noticed" are also made use 
of by General Collier with reference to 
Mr. Lyons. 

Lyons was seen l)v an Enquirer re- 
porter at bis home in Bellevae last night. 
Ht had jost returned from tha aeat of 
war at Frankfort; and, aHwr aoma heal* 
tanoy,aaid: 

" Joat aay for me that I will not pay 
•ny mora attantion to Mr. Dan Collier, 
who is taking it npon himaalf to fight 
Governor Bradley's hopeless battle ior 
the Tuitcd States Senatorshij). 

' I shall nut pay the slighte.st attention 
to him or his vindictive attacks upon me. 
Bight here I want to say that it might 
be worthy of notice that the newspaper 
correspondent at Frankfort who is pre- 
anmed to have interviewed Mr. Collier is 
Governor Bradley's Assistant .\(1jutant- 
Qmeral, second in the state Department 
ot Mr. Collier. Anything I have said 
regarding Governor Bradley is pretty 

CPiierally known to be tnii'. The (Jov- 
ernor is making these denials, lie has 
not the courage to make them himself, 
md <loos it by jiroxy. 

"The Governor denies that he is a can- 
didate for United States Senator. Men 
in bis behalf have visited members of 
the Legislature and have received very 
cold comfort. With all his bluster and 
blow be cannot get over one half dozen 
votes in the Republican caucus. The 
Governor knows very well that he ha.s 
no chance of election, but hopes to blow 
himself into a Cabinet position or dish 
oat the plums to the pie hunters, but in 
this bia disappointment will only be ex- 
oeeded by his pretentious aspirations. 
The out«ide world is rapidly j.'ettin>; ac- 
quainted with the facts in rci^ard to him 
and estimating him at his true value and 
worth, instead of accepting without ii - 
veetigution or argument the value placeil 
on him by himself and toadies. 

"I have said and repeat that Dr. 
Honter was defeated at the last session 
of the General Assembly bv the treach- 
•ry of Governor Bradley. Had the Gov- 
ernor been loyal to Hunter, the United 
Statf 8 Senator to-day would be Dr. God- 
frey Uuuter. It is rather uuiusing, even 
if it la too InsignlfiMnt, as Mr. Collier 
would say, that Governor Bradley had 
been calling upon his AdjutantrGeneral 
and Assistant Adjutant to defenil him in 
this matter. Possibly he will call out 
the state militia to suppress me." 

"Have any of Governor Dradley's 
friends asked you to vote for him ?" 

**No ; for they know it is nsalees. I 
would not vote for him under any cir- 
cumstances in a caucus, and I would vote 
for any other man, black orlwhite, before 
I would give him the benefit of my vote, 
as I believe that I would be voting for 
the fitter man." 

"Who ia your choice for United States 
Senator?" 

"I have not as yet fully decided. I 
have given no promise or pledge ud will 
await until the most available man an- 
nounces himself. I believe, however, 
that all the candidates have been an* 
Boanoed. I have been aaked to vote for 

Mod. Richard P. Krnst, but I do not 
believe in bird shot when the enemy are 
using shell. I will veto for tha nominee 

of the Republican caucus, however, even 
though it be the smallest shot imagin- 
able, (iovcrnor Bradley." 

"Mr. Lyons, it has been insinuated 
that Gov. Bradley would resort to any- 
thing to secure the senatorial election. 
Do you believe that be would, if givfti 
opportunity, act unfairly ?" 

"I not only believe it, but know it. 
He can not, however, as we i;heckod him 
in that direction. He can not call an ex- 
traordinary session of the Geneial Aa- 
flcmbly to suit the convenience of his 



henchmen and at a time when myself 

and oth(ir opponents conhl not attend. 
Neither can ho call a caucus of the Re- 
publican legislators, find out as to his 
t^hances of election and then deU-rminate 
upon what coufse to pursue regarding m- 
sembling the Senate and Leni-lature in 
extra session. We have stopped that. 
If he attempted to call a Republican cau- 
cus a ipiorntn would not resi)on(l."' 

The mention of Dick Ernst as a possi- 
bility in the race for United Htates Sena- 
tor lias rearonsed all the hostility of the 
anti llrnst people in Kenton County. It 
is stated upon good authority that Col. 
Weden O'Neal, W. H. H. Howcn and C. 
M. F. Steiger will rally round the flag at 
Frankfort to prevent even a complimen- 
tary vote for Ernst. Col. O'Neal is es- 
pecially determined to make Mr. Ernst 
feel the weight of lii^ jiolitical enmity. 
Col. O'Neal believeu that Mr. Ernst vio- 
lated the ethics of law and politics in 
ircc/iuK him out of the nomination. 
One matter in particular, he thinks, was 
a petty personality and an effort at legal 
intimidation. While (^ol. O'Neal was op- 
p(jsing Mr. Krnst for the nomination, Mr. 
Ernst sent Col. O'Neal a bill for several 
suits of clothes and other articles of wear- 
ing apparel, purchased by Col. O'Neal 
from a firm in rx)ndon, England. Mr. 
Krnst claimed that the bill bad been for- 
warded to him for collection In the nsnal 
course of |)n)<'eilnre. Cnl. n'Vtal 

says that Mr. Ernst's presentation of the 
bill during a political contest was at 

least ill-timed. The Colonel t-aid to Mr. 
Ernst that he bought the clothes while he 
was on a Earopean tour, and thought 
that a friend of his had remitted for 
them. Tiie ("olonel is very indignant. 
Heobjects to Mr. Ernst's style of politics, 
especially that feature of it which per- 
mits the introduction of tailors' bills as a 
political isan a.
